Company, after taking 1500 pages of testi.

ject. It is a story of fraud aud mismanage - 
meut for tho purpose of robbing the policy 
holders. The assets of tho company are 
$2,CS1,300, the liabilities, §5,800,000. Tho 
difference of more than §3,000,000 has been 
stolon or squandered; but how much of this 
sum has been lost by bad management aud 
how much appropriated by tho officers, can- 
not bo deCnitely determined. There aro 
many indications that tho officers and their 
friends havo dipped freely into tho till of 
tho company. It appears, for instance,that 
they voted themselves annuities and then 
commuted them for cash to tho amount of 
§155,000. In ton years the President of the 
company has received §035,000, but half a 
million of this sum was for commissions on 
policies, a large n»rl of which were credited 
to him before ho became President. Th e 
policy holders wore also robbed by issues of
